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(INCLUDING OPIC GUARANTEES) AND ITS ECONOMIC STAKE 
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IN AN UNINTERRUPTED FLOW OF JAMAICAN BAUXTITE AND ALUMINA 
TO THE US ALUMINUM INDUSTRY UNTIL ALTERNATE SOURCES 
MIGHT BE DEVELOPED, DICTATE THAT IT MAKE EVERY EEFORT 
TO PREVENT EITHER PARTY PROM TAKING EXTREME POSITIONS 
THAT MIGHTLEAD TO RETALIATION

FOLLOWING LANGUAGE FOR THE DEPENSE PARAGRAPH ON PAGE 47 
OF THE CASP: " JMAMAICA WILL NOT POSE ANY MILITARY 
THREAT TO THE UNITED STATES, NOR IS IT LIKELY THAT IT 
WOULD ENTER INTO ARRANGEMENT WITH THIRD 

COUNTRIES WHICH WOULD BE INIMICAL TO US INTERESTS. IN 
AN IN EXTREMIS SITUATION, IN WHICH JAMAICAN INTEREST 
WERE CLEARLY AT STAKE, JAMAICA WOULD PERMIT US USE 
OF ITS TERRITORY AND FACILITIES. THE CHANGING 
ROLE OF THE JAMAICA DEFENSE PORCE, ENGENERED BY THE 
ANTI-CRIME AND DRUG SUPPRESSION PROGRAMS OP THE 
GOJ WILL RESULT IN CHANGING TACTICS, TRAINING AND 
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EQUIPMENT. THE EMBASSY WILL CONTINUE TO SEEK 
OPPORTUNITIES THROUGH MILITARY ASSISTANCE 
AND COMMERCIAL ACTION PROGRAMS 
TO MAXIMIZE THE USE OF US EQUIPMENT AND 
TRAINING AND TO EXERT ALL POSSIBLE INFLUENCE AND
